NY ALMANAC OR BOOK on as- 

tronomy will be found to contain 
pictures of the twelve Signs of the 
Zodiac. 


The uninformed person sees in them 
only a series of figures — animals, hu- 
mans and monstrosities. But the trained 
observer finds in them a wealth of as- 
tronomical science, and a message from 
God to man that explains the divine 
plan, purpose and consummation of the 
ages. 


The great thinkers who first charted 
the heavens gave names to the stars 
and constellations. Then they drew 
imaginary heavenly figures around the 
ideas which the names conveyed. A 
study of these names and figures un- 
folds the pre-determined program of the 
ages. The creators of this system of 
thought were obviously inspired. 


Just when and where the idea of as- 
sociating human and animal forms with 
star clusters originated, remains an un- 
answered question. But men like Mr. 
Rose have examined these characters 
and discovered that primitive peoples 
possessed the light of supernatural 
revelation from the beginning. 


And this, incidentally, upsets the 





evolutionary hypothesis which insists 
that our humanity began in quagmires, 
and ascended by tedious steps through 
jungle kingdoms, finally reaching the 
present stage of human development. 
Knowledge gained by studying the 
heavens, reveals that man possessed 
mental and spiritual capacities capable 
of understanding the infinite plan of the 
ages, when he first came into existence. 


There has never been a time when hu- 
man beings were without a revelation 
of their Maker. The _ constellations 
above us unfold the mysteries of His 
thought. Contrary to the theory of 
gradually evolving sluggish brains of 
cave-men, the first humans who ap- 
peared on this earth knew the language, 
and understood the thoughts, of God.

Somebody drew heavenly diagrams, 
setting forth eternal truths, long before J 
“holy men of God” began compiling the § 


sacred Scriptures. One of the marvels 
of history is the fact that the original | 
names and figures survived the wear 
and tear of the centuries, and were | 
handed down from generation to’ gen- 
eration —so that specialists in these | 
studies, like Mr. Rose, could unfold the | 
meaning of God’s early message to the 
human race. 


As previously stated, no one knows 
who grouped the stars into the original : 
constellations. Who catalogued them jj 
into clusters and supplied the names, re- 
mains a mystery. We will never know 
who drew these sky pictures and asso- 
ciated spiritual ideas with various con- 
stellations. But the life of Christ, from 
pre-existence in eternity to Second Com- 
ing on the clouds of glory, is contained 
in the heavenly message. 


The Bible is replete with stories that 
set forth the importance of studying star 
language. In the second chapter of 
Matthew's Gospel we read of these men 
designated “wise,” because they un- 
derstood the message of the stars for 
their times. They journeyed “from the 
east to Jerusalem” in search of the 
Christ Child and reported to King Herod:

OHN WAS AN OLD MAN. He had 
been banished to the lonely, rocky 
desolate Isle of Patmos—a narrow strip 
of an island, ten miles long, in the 
Agean Sea. But the Christian’s clouds 
have silver linings. If the aged revelator 
was shut out from the world ... he 
was also shut in with the Christ. 


“I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s day,” 
says the good man. In other words, he 
was engaged in divine worship on the 
Christian Sabbath, the first day of the 
week, which believers from earliest 
‘times have designated the Lord’s day. 


Behind him, and in the distance, he 
heard a loud voice which said: “I am 
Alpha and Omega, the first and the 
last: and, what thou seest, write in a 
book, and send: it unto the seven 
churches which are in Asia; unto Ephe- 
sus, and unto Smyrna, and unto Perga- 
mos, and unto Thyatira, and unto Sardis, 
and unto Philadelphia, and unto Loa- 
dicea.” 


Seven golden candlesticks or lamp- 
stands, the height of a man, came into 
view. Jesus, whose eyes were de- 
scribed “as a flame of fire,” capable of 
seeing down the vista of centuries, was 
walking among the candlesticks. In 
His right hand were seven stars. John 
was given an explanation of the vision. 


The seven candlesticks represented 
seven Churches in Asia Minor. Jesus 
walks among the Churches! 

The seven stars represented the seven 
angels, or leaders, of the congregations. 
John was told to prepare letters for each 
group. 


Scores of worship centers had been

established in that part of the world, 
but there was a special reason why 
our Lord chose the seven particular 
Churches designated. The names of the 
cities and the spiritual status of the 
congregations, contributed essential in- 
gredients for the messages of instruction, 
which the head of the Church knew was 
needed in the year 96 A. D.—and would 
be needed by the Churches of all times. 





The letters were constructed in such 
a way as to divide the period of the 
Church, between the first and second 
comings of Christ, into seven divisions. 


STRANGE PROPHECY EXPLAINED 

By our Lord’s appearance on this 
occasion, He fulfilled an earlier, enig- 
matic prophecy recorded in John 2-:20- 
23. Peter had referred to John when he 
asked Christ, “What shall this man do?” 
To which the Master replied, “If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that to 
thee?” 

Many notions developed among early 
Christians because of this statement. 
Some thought Jesus meant that John 
would live until the second coming. The 
myth of a wandering Jew walking the 
earth, unable to pass on, stemmed from 
the same source. “Then went this say- 
ing abroad among the brethren, that 
that disciple should not die: Yet Jesus 
said not unto him, He shall not die, but, 
It I will that he tarry till I come, what is 
that to thee?” 

John did tarry until Christ returned 
at Patmos. “And his countenance was 
as the sun shineth in his strength. And 
when I saw him, I fell at his feet as 
dead. And he laid his right hand upon 
me, saying unto me, Fear not: I am the 
first and the last. I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold, I am alive 
for evermore.” 

The order of our Lord’s appearances 
after the resurrection, according to ac- 
cepted chronology, was as follows. 


On the day of His triumph: 


To Mary Magdalene. To the women 
returning from the tomb bearing the 
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message of the angels. To Peter, prob- 
ably in the afternoon. To the two dis- 
ciples on the road to Emmaus in the 


evening. To the apostles, except 
Thomas. 

Eight days later: 

To the apostles again, this time 


Thomas being present. 
Later in Galilee: 


To seven by the shores of Lake Tib- 
erias. To the apostles and five hundred 
other believers on a mountain. Again 
at Jerusalem and Bethany to James, as 
indicated by I Corinthians 15:7. To the 
eleven. 

At a subsequent date He appeared to 
Paul near Damascus and again in the 
temple. The righteous Stephen, being 
stoned by Jews, also saw Him. John 
the revelator enjoyed a similar visitation 
on the Isle of Patmos. 


SEVEN CHURCH AGES 


A Church historian says: “That Christ 
knew the entire history of the Church 
from the beginning, needs no proof. The 
persecutions, spiritual declensions, per- 
versions of truth, backslidings, and ulti- 
mate apostasies that would be associ- 
ated with the gathering out of those He 
is yet to present unto Himself as a glori- 
ous Church not having spot or wrinkle, 
were clearly visible to His eyes of fire 
beforehand.” 

The early Church grew rapidly in 
spite of persecution. Several hundred 
places of worship were in existence at 
the time of John’s banishment. But only 
seven were chosen. The number seven 
implies completeness in Scripture. 

The experiences destined to develop 
in the Church as a whole, during its en- 
tire earthly existence, were potentially 
in those seven particular congregations. 
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Two mountain peaks of prophecy 
stand in bold relief before us—namely, 
the first and second comings of Christ. 
Between these two climactic events 
there is a floor, a valley, that covers 
the period of the Church. 


Down across the centuries, there have 
been spiritual tides, trends and trans- 
formations that synchronized perfectly 
with the panorama provided by the let- 
ters. There is an unmistakable parallel- 
ism between the seven major stages of 
Church history and the outline of events 
contained in the seven letters. 


The first Church letter was addressed 
to the congregation at Ephesus .. . and 
the Ephesus age which covered the 
times of the apostles. 


The second Church letter was ad- 
dressed to the congregation at Smyrna 
. -- and the Smyrna age which ended 
early in the fourth century. 


The third Church letter was addressed 
to the congregation at Pergamos... and 
the Pergamos age which ended early in 
the sixth century. 

The fourth Church letter was ad- 
dressed to the congregation at Thyatira 
. .. and the Thyatira age which ended 
in the fourteenth century. 

The fifth Church letter was addressed 
to the congregation at Sardis ... and’ 
the Sardis age which ended in the 
eighteenth century. 

The sixth Church letter was addressed 
to the congregation at Philadelphia... 
and the Philadelphia age which ended 
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in the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. : 

The seventh Church letter was ad- 
dressed to the congregation at Laodicea 
. -. and the Laodicea age through which 
the Church is now passing. 

I. EPHESUS 
The temple of Diana, one of the seven 


wonders of the old world, stood in Ephe- 
sus. One hundred and twenty years © 


were required to build this imposing ‘ 


structure. The city worshipped a hea- 
then deity. 

Into this citadel of paganism came 
the apostle Paul with the Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. His evangelistic and 
missionary ministry resulted in the es- 
tablishment of a strong nucleus of be- 
lievers. The vitality of the group is sug- 
gested by the contents of his Ephesian 
letter. 

Stalwart evangelists preached there, 
including Barnabas, whose achieve- 
ments in the face of persecution remain 
a record to be envied by Ministers of 
the Word, down to the present hour. 

The Ephesus age gave the Church a 
running start and provided a beneficial 
spiritual momentum for the centuries 
that were ahead. But in spite of the 
virtues of this period, our Lord was con- 
scious that seeds of destruction were 
taking root. Already the bride was 
manifesting a questionable attitude to- 
ward the Bridegroom. A triangle was 
developing. 


This state of affairs provoked the fol- 
lowing candid criticism: “Nevertheless 
I have somewhat against thee, because 
thou hast left thy first love. Remember 
therefore from whence thou art fallen, 
and repent.” 

II. SMYRNA 


Smyrna means bitter. The use of the 
word implies the suffering of the Church 
during the second age of its existence. 
There was a large Jewish community 
in the city that hated the followers of 
Christ and made life miserable for them. 

“I know thy works, and tribulation, 
and poverty, (but thou art rich) and I 
know the blasphemy of them which say 
they are Jews, and are not, but are the 
synagogue of Satan.” 








There were Communists in those days 
—anti-Christs, motivated by Satan to 
deeds of violence against those who 
loved the Saviour of men. That the 
Church of Smyrna should have survived 
in the face of such opposition, testifies 
to the validity of its Founder’s promise | 
that “the gates of hell shall not prevail | 
against it.” | 
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I have shown in my book, “The Geol- 
ogy of the Church” that there were ex- 
actly ten waves of violence against the 
Christians during this time. These peri- 
ods of torture were deliberately planned 
and executed by persons occupying po- 
sitions of power, who thought to wipe 
the Church of Jesus Christ from the face 
of the earth. 


The ten blows fell during the following 
years: 67 A. D. under Nero; 81 A. D. 
under Domitian; 108 A. D. under Trajan: 
162 A. D. under Marcus Aurelius An- 
toninus: 192 A. D. under Severus: 235 
A. D. under Maximus; 249 A. D. under 
Decius; 257 A. D. under Valerian: 274 
A. D. under Aurelian and 303 A. D. un- 
der Diocletian. 


In anticipation of these ten spasms 
of cruelty Jesus had John write: “Behold, 
the devil shall cast some of you into 
prison, that ye may be tried: and ye 
shall have tribulation TEN DAYS.” 


Ill. PERGAMOS 


The message of the third letter is un- 
locked by the words: “I know thy works, 
and where thou dwellest, even where 
Satan’s seat is.” An examination of this 
passage discloses one of the most re- 
markable parallelisms with Church his- 
tory noted anywhere in the seven mis- 
sives. 

Three stems of the human race de- 
veloped from Noah’s sons following the 
deluge. The Hamites were the first to 
take the ascendancy. They produced 
a leader called Nimrod, whose name 
means rebel. He led the rebellion of 
the Babel builders against the program 
and purposes of God in the world. 


Nimrod ruled the populated sections of 
the earth by what would be called, in 
modern language, a totalitarian govern- 
ment. He was deified as a god. His 
wife, Semiramis, was worshipped as a 
goddess. They created a religious sys- 
tem, directed by a pagan priesthood, 
with worship focused upon themselves. 


The most ingenious methods were in- 
vented for holding sway over the minds, 
emotions, imaginations and souls of 
men. A series of occult “mysteries” 
were created—pagan fetters that bound 
People to the priesthood. The head- 
quarters of the system was later trans- 
ferred from Babylon to Pergamos. Hence 
the words of Christ, “where Satan’s 
seat is.” 

After Shem put Nimrod to death, Sem- 
iramis claimed to give birth to a male 
child by supernatural procreation. Im- 
ages were made, portraying the woman 
holding an infant in her arms, and this 
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explains-the origin of the Madonna con- 
cept. 


Knowledge regarding the promise of 
a virgin born Redeemer, made simul- 
taneously with the fall of man, existed 
in those days. The claims of Semira- 
mis for her son, was an attempt by Sa- 
tan to counterfeit this great redemption 
fact. 


Finally, in the year 133 B. C., the seat 
of the priesthood was again changed, 
this time to the city of Rome. Worship 
was conferred upon Roman Emperors. 


The Church came under the curse of 
this system in the fourth century, during 
the Pergamos age. The Babylonian 
priesthood entered the Christian fold fol- 
lowing the reform movement of Con- 
stantine. Rome became the headquart- 
ers of the Church. Paganism and Chris- 
tianity united, and the world passed into 
the devil’s millennium — a thousand 
years of dark ages. 

Conditions in the city of Pergamos 
conformed perfectly with those which 
Christ knew would develop when the 
Church reached its third, and most 
treacherous, epoch. 


IV. THYATIRA 


Thyatira was known as a city of scar- 
let because its waters were adapted to 
dying purple garments. It will be re- 
called that Lydia, “a seller of purple,” 
came from there. 

Unfortunately, the congregation at 
Thyatira tolerated a false prophetess, 
whose teachings did great harm. The 
Thyatira Church is portrayed as a cen- 
ter of spiritual immorality and religious 
indecency. Jesus called it a place 
of “fornication.” He denounced this 
Church, “because thou sufferest that 
woman Jezebel, which calleth herself a 
prophetess, to teach and to seduce my 
servants to commit fornication ... Be- 
hold, I will kill her children with death.” 
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A fallen Church is, according to Scrip- 
ture, a harlot Church. Its apostate 
branches are called “children.” The 
perversion of Pergamos, whereby 
Babylonian paganism and Christianity 
united, has produced illigetimate chil- 
dren, false teachings and wicked cults, 
that have brought disgrace upon the 
Founder. 


Judgment awaits every false religion 
that masquerades in the name of the 
Church and at the same time violates 
the principles and purposes of the orig- 
inal institution. This is indicated by the 
treatment to which “the great whore” of 
the seventeenth chapter of Revelation is 
subjected by the Beast of the end-time. 


The lewd woman of Revelation 17:1-7 
had her origin back in the Pergamos 
and Thyatira Church ages. She is 
called: “Mystery, Babylon the great, the 
mother of harlots and abominations of 
the earth.” 


V. SARDIS 

Jesus sent the following significant 
message to the Church at Sardis: “T 
know thy works, that thou hast a name 
that thou livest, and art dead.” 

This congregation, while loyal to the 
doctrines of the faith, was lacking in 
spiritual life. It was cold, dead, formal 
and ritualistic. But the text of our Lord’s 
letter shows that it was commended far 
above Pergamos or Thyatira. 

The word Sardis means “a new begin-

ning.” Corresponding to this definition, 
the Sardis age witnessed the quickening 
of new forces, and the release of greater 
creative power within the Church, than 
known any ‘time since the days of the 
apostles. The Reformation is bracketed 
in this period. 


Martin Luther appeared on the scenes 
and nailed his ninety-five theses to the 
door of Castle Church in Wittenberg, 
Germany. Other reformers had preced- 
ed him, crying out against the Babylon- 
ian harlot system that existed in the 
name of Christianity. But it remained 
for him to lead the awakening. True 
to the prophecy of Jesus, there were 
some even in Sardis times who had not 
“defiled their garments.” 


The reformers were called “protestors” 
because they dared to protest against 
existing conditions. This explains the 
origin of the word “Protestant.” Their 
souls were outraged by ‘tthe excesses 
and false teachings which they saw per- 
petrated in the name of the Church. 


But these good and courageous men 
were so far from Pentecost and so close 
to the pagan idolatry with which the 
Church was cursed ... the doctrines of 
salvation by Grace and the ministry of 
ihe Holy Spirit were lost for so many 
decades, that the words “thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art dead” 
were truly applicable. 

This is not meant as a criticism of 
these faithful warriors, for they walked 
in all the light that was then available. 
They had been part of an apostate sys- 
tem which naturally colored their think- 
ing. A high type of spiritual life, with 
emphasis upon experiential religion, 
was therefore impossible. 

Spiritual vitality came later, through 
fires of evangelism which swept the 
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Church. This holy flame would have 
been impossible without the work of the 
reformers. 

Luther and those who preceded him 
were overcomers. “He that overcometh, 
the same shall be clothed in white rai- 
ment.” said the Christ in His letter to 
Sardis Christians and the Sardis Church 
age. 

VI. PHILADELPHIA 

The most commendatory letter of the 
entire series, was the one dictated to the 
congregation at Philadelphia. Our Lord 
spoke to this group in the most flattering

He said: “Because thou hast kept the 


word of my patience, I also will keep | 


thee from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to try 
them that dwell upon the earth . . . Hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no man 
take thy crown.” 


The spiritual status of the sixth Church 
age compared favorably with the con- 
tents of the Philadelphia letter. It was 
a period of conquest through positive 
preaching, faithful praying, vigorous 
evangelism and creative missionary en- 
deavor. Because the reformers did their 
work well, the spiritual tide was per- 
mitted to rise. 

Mighty preachers thundered denunci- 
ations of sin. The supernatural element 
in Christianity was emphasized. King- 
dom exploits were inaugurated. The 
doctrine of Grace was retrieved and pro- 
claimed. The Lord’s return began to be 
taught once more. Great missionary 
programs were launched. The consci- 
ence of the civilized world became in- 
volved and probed to righteous action. 


George Mullers prayed. Charles G. 
Finneys preached. Dwight L. Moodys 
evangelized. Sankeys sang. Spur- 
geons wrote. Livingstones pioneered. 

Philadelphia was an age of honor and 
a credit to the Name of the Founder, who 
said, “For thou hast a little strength, and 
hast kept my word, and hast not denied 
my name.” 


VII. LAODICEA 


The Laodicean letter was written for 
the hour in which we live. The remarks 
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addressed to this Church are far from 
complimentary, but unfortunately, they 
fit the present situation. 

“Il know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert 
cold or hot. So then because thou art 
lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I 
will spue thee out of my mouth. Be- 
cause thou sayest, I am rich, and in- 
creased with goods, and have need of 
nothing: and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, and 
blind, and naked . . . Behold, I stand at 
the door, and knock: if any man hear 
my voice, and open the door, I will come 
in to him, and will sup with him, and he 
with me.” : 

In considering the over-all picture of 
the Church . ... viewing it as a whole, 
taking in the scope of the centuries, the 
fact of RECAPITULATION comes plainly 
into view. Each Church age contributes 


| something to the ages that follow. 


Something of Ephesus runs through 
the remaining six. Something of Smyr- 
na runs through the remaining five. 
Something of Pergamos runs through 
the remaining four. Something of Thya- 
tira runs through the remaining three. 
Something of Sardis runs through the 
remaining two. And something of Phil- 
adelphia runs through Laodicea. 

Every age inherits traits, characteris- 
tics and qualities from those that pre- 
cede it. There is therefore a group of 
Philadelphian believers, like a Gulf 
Stream, in the ocean of the professed 
Christian systems today. The Lord is 
not without His faithful witnesses even 
in Laodicea. 


DARKNESS AND DECLENSION 


According to Revelation 3:20, Christ 
stands outside the Laodicean Church, 
and knocks at the door. “Behold, I stand 
at the door, and knock,” says He. 

Unbelief in pulpits and worldliness in 
pews, have crowded Him out! 

In many Churches, yes whole denom- 
inations, His supernatural claims are 
denied . . . His teachings rejected... 
and His presence no longer desired. 
Buildings erected ostensibly to the wor- 
ship of His exalted Person, are used 
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for other purposes. Paul identified the 
times in which we live as “the last 
days” and described certain of our mod- 
ern religious systems as, “Having a 
form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof.” 


It is becoming increasingly difficult to 
determine where the world leaves off 
and the Church begins. Persons are ad- 
mitted to membership in many Churches 
like they might unite with a club or 
some other humanitarian institution. 
Church joining has become too profes- 
sional—a mere step on the social ladder. 


Most of our denominations were es- 
tablished during the Philadelphian age, 
under the leadership of men true to the 
doctrines of historical and evangelical 
Christianity. They preached the truth 
as recorded in the New Testament and 
advocated a separated life for those who 
named the Name of Christ. 


I have no way of explaining the loss 
of spiritual moorings, on the part of so 
many Churches, except as I read Revel- 
ation 3:14-22. 


What shall we say about a Laodicean 
clergy that denies the supernatural con- 
tent of the Christian faith, and expounds 
doctrines of infidelity within the sacred 
enclosures of our pulpits? 


Paul penned another prophecy re- 
markably adapted to the present condi- 
tion of the Church: “Now the Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and

Peter wrote of a time when “damnable

(BANK YOU Mr. Announcer: 


I held my first Bible Conference and 
Evangelistic Campaign in Akron, in the 
early part of 1930. The meetings were 
sponsored by one of the large Church 
congregations of ‘the city. 


During these intervening sixteen years, 
bave conducted six other religious 


| 
| campaigns in Akron—speaking in dif- 


ferent Churches at irregular intervals. 


I returned on August 5th, last year, 
for my eighth meeting—this time, under 
the auspices of the National Spiritual 
Defense Crusade, of which Akron’s na- 
tive son and esteemed citizen,. Dr. Sam 
Swain, is leader and director. 





My subjects were announced in ad- 
vance. The nature of the services was 
explained to ihe community. .The sub- 
jects were correctly publicized as con- 
structive and non-controversial. I opened 
the campaign Sunday evening, August 
5th, speaking on the subject, “The Con- 


| flict of the Christ.” 





There was no Monday evening ser- 
vice. On Tuesday evening, I discussed, 
“The Philosophy of Job.” My subject 
Wednesday was “Martin Luther and the 
Reformation.” I spoke on Bible prophecy 
Thursday night. Friday, I discussed the 
Seven Dispensations of Scripture. A 
religious youth rally was arranged for 
Saturday night, at which time I gave 
a lecture on Christian psychology, using 
as my subject, “Brain Building and Soul 
Growth.” 

At the very hour, Saturday evening, 
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when other Ministers and I were in the 
pulpit, a spokesman for the Communist 
Party of Summit County, came to the 
microphone, of this radio station, and 
delivered a personal attack upon me... 
which I denounce as a compilation of 
absolute falsehoods. 

My only reply to this attack, at the 
time, was a brief, public statement the 
next evening, at my closing service, to 
the effect that the Communists ‘of Akron 
would be dealt with according to the 
principles of law and justice at the prop- 
er time and in the proper way. 

Thereupon, I had an attorney—a rep- 
utable Akron attorney, secure from 
station WHKK the exact text of the Com- 
munists’ broadcast. 

Naturally, the Christians of Summit 
County—Pastors and Laymen alike— 
particularly those who have sponsored 
or attended my meetings from year to 
year, were exercised over the incident. 
Many people spoke to me in person, 
and called by telephone, before I left 
the city. Others have written me letters 
asking that steps be taken to lift the 
cloud which that broadcast, by the Com- 
munists, placed upon the Cause of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, in this community. 

I have replied to all such appeals with 
the promise and firm assurance that 
steps would be taken, consistent with 
the facts. 

I came back to Akron today, to re- 
deem that promise. 

I shall answer their falsehoods, point 
by point. 

They asked for it. 


The spokesman for the Communist 
party uses (and I quote) “Carlson’s fam- 
ous book Under Cower,” as one of his 
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sources of authority. 
The name Carlson is an alias. 


The real name of the man, credited 
with writing this book, is Derounian. And 
incidentally, he uses his real name, 
Derounian, when he writes articles for 
such Communist publications as “Soviet 
Russia Today.” 

The spokesman for the Summit Coun- 
ty Communist Party describes Derou- 
nian’s “Under Cover” as “exposing the 
activities of Fascist agents in America.” 

The American public now under- 
stands that it is red technique and part 
of the red propaganda line to smear all 
opponents of atheistic Communism, with 
the charge of Fascism. 

We saw an example of this a few 
weeks ago, at the New York farewell 
party, given in honor of Winston Church- 
ill. Communists appeared in the streets 
outside the hotel, carrying placards 
smearing Churchill with the charge of 
Fascism. He had denounced the menace 
of international Communism, a few days 
earlier, in a speech at Fulton, Missouri— 
delivered, incidentally, in the presence 
of the President of the United States. 

But when associating the charge of 
Fascism with my name, the spokesman 
for the Summit County Communist Party 
neglected to mention that I was turned 
back at the borders of Italy, in January 
1935. I was denied entrance to that 
country. I was held by Mussolini’s black- 
shirt officers at the railroad station and 
subjected to every indignity except 
physical violence, because seeing the 
name Winrod on my passport, they 
identified me as an enemy of Fascism 
in America. 

I discovered, yonder at that Italian 
frontier station, early in January 1935, 
they had a complete record of my anti- 
Fascist activities here in the United 
States. I wrote a book against Musso- 
lini and his Fascist system, the year he 
rose to power, and have never deviated 
from that position. 

My persecutors will, at the proper 
time, be given an opportunity to see a 
picture of the railroad station where the 
Fascists took me off the train in Italy. 
They will also be shown photographs 
of the blackshirt officers who took me 
into custody. Which pictures, by a quirk 
of fate, we possess. 
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The spokesman for the Summit Coun- 
ty Communist Party quoted Carlson- 
Derounian, in his smear attack, as say- 
ing: “Somehow and from somewhere, 
he (Winrod) obtained enough money 
to finance a trip to Germany and remain 
there several months.” 


Notice, he says several months. 


I sailed for Europe in December 1934, 
twelve years ago. I spent exactly five 
days in Germany, two of which were 
devoted to studies in Dr. Martin Luther’s 
home town, Wittenberg, the birthplace 
of the Protestant Reformation. 


I devoted.. twice as much time to 
England, France and Greece as I did 
Germany. 

Yes, I “obtained enough money to 
finance the trip.” 

How, and from what saurce, did I 
obtain it? 

It so happens that my attorneys have, 
in their possession, the original cor- 
respondence that I exchanged with our 
missionary constituents in the latter part 
of 1934, whose contributions made the 
trip possible. We have carbon copies 
of my letters to these Pastors, Church 
congregations and Laymen. We have 
their original letters to me, including the 
postmarked envelopes, in which the of- 
ferings were mailed to our Wichita head- 
quarters. 

The spokesman for the Summit Coun- 
ty Communist Party says when “he 
(Winrod) returned he cleaned up all 
his outstanding debts in lump sums by 
check.” 

I challenge him ...I dare him... 
I defy him to prove that statement. He 
says he is quoting Derounian. 

This lie first appeared in the Commun- 
ist “Daily Worker” of February 1937. I 
denounced it then as a fabrication, and 
I so denounce it now. 

The article in the “Daily Worker” said 
that the charge account, which I al- 
ledgedly cleaned up after returning from 
Europe, was with Model Clothing Com- 
pany of Wichita, Kansas—operated by 
the Greenburg family. 


Back in those days Mrs. Winrod had 
a small account with that store. In the 
month of February 1936, more than a 
year after I returned from Europe, she 
paid the account in full, which amounted

to the enormously large sum of exactly 
$6.00. 

Without attempting to identify the time 
or place, the spokesman for the Summit 
County Communist Party says that I 
“met many important Nazi officials.” 


I challenge him to show that I have 
ever in my life, had contact directly 
or indirectly, in any manner, shape, 
form or fashion ... any place, any time, 
with any Nazi official. 

The spokesman for the Summit Coun- 
ty Communist Party quotes Derounian 
as saying that my magazine THE DE- 
FENDER once said that “Nazism and 
Fascism stands for life, happiness and 
prosperity.” 

THE DEFENDER never published any- 
thing of the kind. I challenge my ac- 
cusers to submit date, page and para- 
graph of any such statement. 

They know what they did! 

They broke a sentence in the middle 
and, in doing so, destroyed its real con- 
tent. The reference is to an article by 
Dr. Oswald J. Smith, the leading Gospel 
preacher of all the Dominion of Canada, 
who in the year 1936, wrote an article 
for THE DEFENDER MAGAZINE in which 
he defended representative government 
and condemned Communism, Fascism 
and Nazism as a trinity of evils. 

The Communist Party of Summit 
County will find “Under Cover” to be an 
utterly unreliable source. The first libel 
suit brought against the author and its 
publishers, was in the Federal District 
Court of Massachusetts. The charges 
were filed by Mr. Conrad Chapman. 

It is now a matter of record in the 
Federal courts of Massachusetts that 
Derounian has signed a complete, hu- 
miliating retraction, admitting the falsity 
of his statements regarding Mr. Chap- 
man. “Under Cover” has been correctly 
called, “The smearer’s bible.” 

The spokesman for the Summit Coun- 
ty Communist Party says that I was “in- 
dicted some time ago” as an alleged 
seditionist. 

Yes, it is true, the Communists suc- 
ceeded in getting me indicted four years 
ago last month on the charge of sedition.

I was taken fifteen hundred miles away 
from home and made to stand trial in a 
foreign jurisdiction. 


This so-called trial lasted eight months, 
costing the taxpayers millions of dollars 
and impoverishing the defendants. One 
of the defendants, an aged man 82 years 
old, stone deaf, was found dead in a 
Washington rooming-house with thirty 
cents in his pocket. Authorities shipped 
his body home naked, in a pine-box to 
his feeble widow. 


During these eight months, not one 
piece of incriminating evidence was in- 
troduced against me. Leading attorneys 
in Washington called it a “Moscow 
purge trial,” “a glorified smear,” and a 
“travesty upon the American judicial 
system.” 


Finally, the day came when they put 
their first witness on the stand against 
me. The young man uttered over 50 
malicious falsehoods. That was the first 
real blow against me. 


Christians all over the Nation were 
praying. 


The Judge was found dead in bed that 
night. 


The case ended in a mistrial. That 
was eighteen months ago. 


Early in June 1942, Walter Winchell 
wrote in his column that Gerald B. Win- 
rod had been chosen first of a group of 
“Fundamentalist men of the cloth” to be 
sent to prison. 


I was arrested three days later. The 
fatal defects of the so-called sedition 
case kept the balance of Winchell’s 
prophecy, about the arrest of other 
Preachers, from being fulfilled. 


In the vernacular of the football field 
there is a real sense in which I have 
been “carrying the ball” for Gospel 
Preachers and the Cause of Christ, as 
the tide of Communistic hate for the Per- 
son of the Lord Jesus Christ, has con- 
tinued to rise in our country. 


I am however comforted in the thought 
that my Lord was also accused, falsely 
of sedition. The court record of His case 
will be found in the nineteenth chapter 
of St. John’s Gospel.

The spokesman for the Summit Coun-

set forth in the New Testament, and for 
their information, I will say the New 
Testament is part of a Book called the 
Bible, which Christians believe to be the 
supernaturally-inspired Word of God. 








For more than fifteen years, the De- 
fenders of the Christian Faith—an incor- 
porated religious body of which I am 
founder and president, has carried on 
extensive missionary work in West 
Africa. We have built churches and 
established schools, preached the Gos- 
pel and seen whole districts transformed 
from heathenism. 


The superintendent of our work in that 
part of the world is Dr. H. H. Jones, a 
medical missionary from the State of 
Mississippi. 

Dr. Jones is a Negro, a fine man, a 
Christian gentleman, brilliant scholar, 
preacher of the Gospel and credit to his 
race. 


Dr. Jones is now in America on fur- 
lough, his first trip to the States in seven 
years. Tuesday evening, June 18th, 
eleven days ago found Dr. Jones, this 
Negro missionary, a guest in my home 
at Wichita, sitting with his feet under my 
table, enjoying the hospitality of my 
family circle. 


At the close of the meal and with the 
coming of twilight, a small group of us 
sat on the front porch of our home, see- 
ing stereopticon pictures and listening to 
Dr. Jones tell us about the marvels of 
grace being wrought on our mission 
field, out in West Africa. 


I submit that the charge of the Akron 
Communists that I am anti-Negro simply 
doesn’t make sense! 


The position of the true, Bible-believ- 
ing Christian, the twice-born, spiritually- 
illuminated child of God, on racial mat- 
ters, is made known in Colossians 3:11. 


Here the Apostle Paul is emphasizing 
the fact that those who accept our Lord 
as personal Saviour, became literally 
“new creatures,” or new creations in 
Christ Jesus. There is imparted to them, 
new natures. They became recipients 
of uncreated eternal life, communicated 
by the power and presence of the Holy 
Spirit. 


And so, Paul says in Colossians 3:11, 
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that in Christ: “There is neither Greek 
nor Jew, circumsion nor uncircumsion, 
Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor free: but 
Christ is all, and in all.” 





This, in a tew words, is the attitude 
of the believer on the question raised 
by my Communistic persecutors here in 
Akron.

Apartments Of The King 


Dr. Oliver E. Williams ... Union City, Pennsylvania 





SHALL ENDEAVOR to speak to you 
at this time on The King’s Palace. I 
do so because it reveals the inheritance 
of the children of the King in the King- 
dom. If you are a child of the King, 
then you are an heir to the Kingdom. 


The King and the Kingdom are both 
yours and the King who meets you at 
the entrance of the Palace, will escort 
you from chamber to chamber until the 
“Inner Chamber” is reached, where you 
will abide forever with Him. 


The forty-fifih Psalm and the fifteenth 
verse is the text: “They shall enter into 
the king’s palace.” 


The Psalm begins with a description 
of the King: “Thou art iairer than the 
children of men.” 


The Throne is next brought into view: 
“Thy throne, O God, is for ever and 
ever.” “A sceptre of equity is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom.” 


From the throne we behold the Ivory 
Palaces where the music of stringed 
instruments make glad the inhabitants. 
The King’s daughter, whose clothing of 
“broidered work inwrought with gold,” 
with her companions, “the virgins,”” who 
accompanied her, are brought into the 
King’s presence. “With gladness and 
rejoicing shall they be brought: they 
shall enter into the king’s palace.” 


In First Kings, the seventh chapter, 
the first ten verses, a complete descrip- 
tion of the King’s Palace is given. It is 
the house built by Solomon in Jerusa- 
iem, called the “house of the forest of 
Lebanon.” This house was entered by 
the “porch of pillars,” and contained the 
following apartments: 


First was the Throne Room, called 
“the porch of judgment.” This was 
where the King sat in judgment, “and 
it was covered with cedar from one side 
of the floor to the other.” Second was 
the “The Court Within,” finished like the 
throne room and was the King’s apart- 
ment. Third was the “House of Pha- 
taoh’s Daughter, whom he had taken to 
wife.” Pharaoh’s daughter was Solo- 
mon’s favorite wife and he made her a 
special apartment, like unto his own. 


This palace of Solomon furnishes us 
a complete illustration of the Christian 
Life. By using it as such we will get 
a better comprehension of the “riches of 


the inheritance of the saints.” 


And, as King’s children have access 
to every apartment of the palace, so the 
children of the Heavenly King have ac- 
cess to the King’s Palace and may go 
from chamber to chamber until the 
apartment of His favorite wife is 
reached, and abide with tthe King for- 
ever. 


I. The Throne Room—Regeneration 


Under the sceptre of the King we have 
failed and cannot enter the Palace with- 





out being born into the King’s family. | 


Coming to the Palace, the “Porch of 
Pillars” of conviction of sin is crossed. 
This is a cold, bleak, barren veranda, 
over which the piercing winds of sorrow 
and remorse constantly blow. 


Fortunately one does not have to tarry 
long here for it is from this veranda that 
the door leads to the Palace. Observing 
the side posts, the eye quickly falls on 
the conditions of admittance: “If we con- 
fess our sins, He is faithful and just to 
forgive,” and, “Repent ye, ‘therefore, and 
be converted.” Over the door, written 
on the lintel, are the words: “Ye must be 
born again.” 





The new birth is the condition of en- 
trance, which is made clear as the anx- 
ious soul listens to the “still, small 
voice,” saying, “As many as received 
him, 'to them gave he power to become 
ihe sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name.” My friends, you 
cannot enter the King’s Palace without 
first accepting the King Himself. 


Passing through ihe door of the new 
birth into the chamber of regeneration, 
the new-born soul comes into posses- 
sion of three things: 


(A) ETERNAL LIFE 


“He that hath the Son, hath life: and 
he that hath not the Son of God, hath 
not life.” It is evident that God looks 
upon the sinner as being “dead in tres- 
passes and sin.” He needs more than 
new resolutions, more than creeds, or 
ordinances—LIFE. 


These things cannot atone for sin, 
they cannot give life. This is to be 
found alone in Jesus Christ. “I am come 
that they might have life,” said He. 
And this life is imparted in regenera- 
tion by the Holy Spirit. 


Paul declares that, “If any man be in 
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Christ, he is a new creature”—literally 
a new creation—"old things are passed 
away: behold, all things are become 
new.” How beautiful! How marvelous! 
How sublime! 


What is more beautiful than a new- 
born babe? Kinfolk go for miles to see 
the new babe, but its beauty is not to 
be compared with the new-born babe in 
Christ. What is more marvelous than 
the exhibition of life in the new-born 
babe? Even more marvelous is the life 
of the babe in Christ. The sublimity of 
human life is not rivaled in all nature, 
but it is eclipsed at once when com- 
pared with the life of the Eternal God 
in the soul of man. 


(B) PEACE WITH GOD 


Sin has estranged us from God. Every 
sinner is a rebel against God and His 
government—God's enemy. With this in 
view, God's love in Jesus Christ be- 
comes the more wonderful. “But God 
commendeth His love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us... For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God by the death 
of His Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by His life.” 


The death of His Son was not to rec- 
oncile God to the sinner, but to reconcile 
the sinner to God. For Paul declares in 
his second epistle to the church of Cor- 
inth: “And all things are of God, who 
hath reconciled us to Himself by Jesus 
Christ.” Again, “To wit, that God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto 
Himself.” And he further says that God 
has committed to his Ministers “the word 
of reconciliation.” 


“Now then,” he pleads, “we are am- 
bassadors for Christ, as though God did 


beseech you by us: We pray you in 


Christ's stead, be ye reconciled to God.” 
This reconciliation is effected the instant 
the sinner accepts Jesus Christ. “There- 
fore being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through cur Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Having been bern into the 
Royal Family and become a child of the 
King you have the peace of His family. 


So dear, so very dear to God; 
Dearer we could not be. 
For in the person of His Son; 

We are as dear as He. 


{C) ASSURANCE OF SONSHIP 


In the apartment of regeneration one 
becomes conscious that he is a child of 
God. One will not live in the Royal 
apartments long, associated with the 
King’s family, without the knowledge 
that he is a member of the circle. The 
Holy Spirit will present the papers, writ- 





ten by the Father, signed in the blood of 
the Son: “Beloved now are we the sons 
of God.” With this knowledge, was it 
any wonder that Fanny Crosby, the 
blind hymn writer, cried out: 


Blessed assurance, Jesus is mine! 

O what a foretaste of glory divine! 
Heir of salvation, purchased of God; 
Born of His Spirit, washed in His blood. 


Yes, “now are we the sons of God.” 
A son in the Son. Accepted in the Be- 
loved. Dare to believe it and claim it 
and the Holy Spirit will pervade your 
soul with the blessed assurance, and 
you will be filled with the joy of the 
blessed experience— “Joy that is un- 
speakable and full of glory.” 


The apartment of regeneration is won- 
drously beautiful, and its blessings so 
rich that one does not wish to leave. 
But it is only the first apartment in the 
King’s Palace and He beckons onward, 
pointing to a door leading to the second 
apartment. 


II. “The Court Within — The 
Spirit-filled Life.” 


Written over the door, “Be filled with 
the Spirit’ glisten as words of life. Then, 
looking more closely, “Not my will, but 
Thine be done,” is seen. And to pass 
through the door means the substitution 
of the King’s will. One’s own will is 
lest in His. To enter, means that one 
is prepared to do God's will at any cost. 
A gentleman of my home city received 
the following letter: 


“DEAR SIR: Fifteen years ago, when 
I was a boy eight years old, you had a 
wheel slot machine, in which I one day 
placed one cent. It turned to the figure 
two and of course I was entitled to two 
cents worth of candy: but I declared 
that I had put in a nickel, and you gave 
me ten cents’ worth. Here is ten cents 
to make up the amount. I am trying to 
be a Christian, and it has become my 
motto to live and act just as I will wish 
I had lived and acted when my life is 
over. Yours truly... .” 


To the worldly and superficial Church 
member such an act seems unnecessary 
and, in fact, rather ridiculous. Not so 
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with the child of God, seeking to do His 
perfect will and desiring to have all that 
his Heavenly Father wills to bestow 
upon him. 


It is true that the Holy Spirit greeted 
you at the entrance of the King’s Palace, 
ihat He imparted the new life to your 
soul; that He brought you the evidence 
of your sonship; in fact, the whole work 
of grace in your soul is due to Him: 
from the first desire to be saved to the 
last prayer breathed on the threshold of 


heaven. 
~ 


But the King leads you to know Him 
better and to seek for His all-pervading, 
soul-filling presence. Every Christian 
has the Holy Spirit: but to enter this 
“inner court” where the whole life is 
filled and the entire nature controlled by 
the Spirit means vastly more. To be 
“filled with the Spirit” is the privilege 
of every believer. 


There is only one way to be filled and 
that is to yield incessantly to His in- 
dwelling and inworking. As you watch 
the patient suffering with pneumonia, it 
would seem that he needed more air. 
But in fact it is not “more air” at all that 
he needs, but more lung to breathe in 
the air, with which the room is full. So 
our need is not so much, more of the 
Holy Spirit as it is that He needs more 
of us, into which He may enter and fill. 


“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God,” said Paul, “that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God ... that ye 
may prove what is that good and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of God.” 


Upon entering this apartment you will 
be overwhelmed with a sense of its 
splendor and glory. An air of royalty 
and Kingliness pervades every thing 
and every one in this Royal apartment. 


(A) KINGLY IN DISPOSITION 


In the apartment of the Spirit-filled 
life, one partakes of the nature of the 
King — becomes kingly in nature. 
“Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises; that by 
these ye might be partakers of the di- 
vine nature, having escaped the cor- 
ruption that is in the world through lust.” 


To be filled with the Spirit is to be- 
come more like Jesus Christ, to partake 
of His nature and this is the need of 
the Church—more people like Jesus in 
disposition and nature. 


(B) KINGLY IN PEACE 


The peace of the King pervades His 
people in this “inner court” or Spirit- 
filled apartment. “My peace I give unto 
you” was His promise. In the apartment 
of regeneration one has “peace with 
God,” but in this apartment one has the

AN WE, who are living in bountiful, 


safe America, visualize even a 
little bit what multitudes of our fellow 
Christians have gone through in Eur- 
ope? Are not many of us, who are 
provided with all the necessities of 
life, in the United States, like the 
rich man in Christ’s parable, while the 
poor and wounded Lazarus of Europe 
is lying at our heart’s docrstep, and 
we notice him not, and do not hear 
his groanings for help? 


Does not the Word of God remind us 
of our sacred duty to our fellowmen, 
even if they be strangers to us, for 
the man who had fallen among the 
thieves on the way from Jerusalem to 
Jericho was a stranger to the Samari- 
tan. And the name of the DESPISED 
Samaritan has been changed into that 
of the “GOOD Samaritan” because he 
was moved by compassion to help a 
stranger from another race. 


Appeals from Europe 


On the 29th of March, 1946, an ur- 
gent letter came to the Russian Bi- 
ble Society from a refugee camp in 
Belgium signed by 33 Russian and 
Ukrainian Christians who have come 
through great suffering. They ask 
for theological and missionary train- 
ing so they can return to minister to 
their people. As we began to pray for 




















these first 33 refugees in Belgium, 
and our hearts went out to them in 
increasing measure, other letters from 
refugee Russian Christians in other 
camps in Europe began to reach our 
Washington office. 


A young Russian brother who had been a 
Sunday school teacher in Pastor Malof’s 
Church in Eastern Europe writes: “I got news 
about your Bible School. The brethren here 
desire to get to that School. Our names are 
in the supplementary list which we shall be 
sending to you through an American brother. 
I ask of you very much, please help us get to 
the School. My father died two years ago. 
My mother remained weeping on the shore of 
the River Daugava, when I was leaving Riga. 
My youngest Brother Enoch was arrested and 
carried away somewhere to Germany, and 
nothing has been heard of him since. I now 
turn to you as my spiritval father and 
ask you to do what is possible that I may 
get over to you.” 


From a refugee Lutheran Pastor, writing 
to us under the auspices of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Augsburg, Germany: 
“Dear Pastor Malof: I felt impressed to write 
you and ask for special prayers. I feel as 
though you can give me some advice through 
God. Here is my problem. I was brought 
here by the Nazis in 1944, and now I am a 
displaced person with my family of four. I 
would = to attend your Bible Seminary and 
ry under the Russian Bible 
Society. * Would it be possible for me and some 
other Latvian Lutheran Pastors to come to 
the United States and enter your seminary 
and from there be sent as missionaries? It 
is the most critical time we have ever seen 
in our lives and we would he glad to come 
to a country where we would be allowed to 
continue in our calling. I sincerely hope that 
you will be in a position to help in this time 
of need.

He is mighty to save. He saves the 
drunkard from his drunkenness, the 
gambler from his cards, the thief from 
stealing, the prostitute from prostitution. 
He is mighty to save, but that is not all; 
He is mighty to keep. When your old 
sins and habits pursue you as did the 
Egyptians the Israelites, as they fled 
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from Egypt. He will prepare a Red Sea 
for your escape and the destruction of 
your pursuers. 


Our Lord Jesus is mighty to save and 
strong to deliver. He is near to comfort. 
“I will not leave you comfortless.” Then 
why not, dear soul, permit Him to bear 
your burdens, carry your crosses and 
dry your tears? Mother, He wants to 
share the responsibility of that wayward 
son of yours; He wants to relieve you 
of that burden. But you are fretting, 
worrying, heart-sick, not conscious of 
the presence of your Lord. O, dear 
heart, enter the Apartment of Abiding 
in Christ. Then He becomes a living, 
bright reality: sitting with you at the 
fire-side, walking by your side in the 
crowded streets, watching with you at 
the sick bed, weeping with you as you 
stand at the open grave, rejoicing with 
you when prosperity smiles upon you, 
and turning the water of commonplace 
life into the wine of holy sacrament and 
fellowship.

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ODERNIST PREACHERS and Com- 
munist leaders have formed an 
unholy alliance.

OHN STELLE, National Commander of

Declaring that “Communist leaders 
are overlooking no bets,” he charged 
that they “are swarming throughout in- 
dustrial areas seeking to fan labor- 
management controversies into flames 
of consuming Communism.”

Hav- 
ing failed to overthrow American demo- 
cratic institutions by force of arms, they 
think the same result can be obtained 
by attacking from within.”

REVOLUTIONISTS FREQUENTLY DENY 
COMMUNIST PARTY 


I was told that I could deny that I 
was a member of the Communist Party 
but never to make a statement damag- 
ing to the reputation of the Soviet Union, 
as it was the fatherland of all Commun- 
ists and should always be upheld. 


I was assigned to a special branch 
in the Party to which certain individuals 
belonged, who, of necessity, had to hide 
their affiliation with the Party, in some 
cases even from many of its own mem- 
bers. This was required because a slip 
of the tongue could handicap our work 
among other groups. 

The general membership of the Com- 
munist Party is never disclosed to the 
public and only a few leaders in each 
State admit their membership in the 
Party. These men become mouthpieces 
in disclosing its stand to the world. The 
rest remain under cover in order that no 
accurate check may be made as to 
Party strength. This policy has led 
many to believe that the organization 
is weak. 

As an argument they refer to the 
small vote of the Communist Party in 
the general elections. The Party does 
not allow its power to be shown through 
votes cast for its Presidential candidates. 
It only uses the election as a channel to 
carry on a propaganda campaign to 
further ‘the destruction of our democratic 
system, the very system which gives 
them the right to vote. 


It can be truthfully said that there are 
more Communists in America today 
than there were in Russia before the 
revolution and in Spain before their civil 
war. Since the so-called “dissolution” 
of the Comintern, their membership has 
increased by leaps and bounds. 


SCHOOLS ORGANIZED 


Earl Browder in his book, “Commu- 
nism in the U. S..” page 310 says: “The 
worker's school is the institution where 
we are providing our leaders with weap- 
ons, ideological weapons of Marxism 
and Leninism, to be used in the mass 
struggle.” 

Georgi Dimitroff, President of the 
World Comintern, said: “The masses 
must be stirred to struggle, and the Com- 
munist schools must be used to help 
them grasp the mighty, fertile, ALL 
POWERFUL BOLSHEVIK THEORY, the 
teachings of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin.”

Ail letters are addressed to a 
place in New York City, and from there 
they are delivered to the students. 


BORING FROM WITHIN 


When a Party member has received 
proper training, he applies to whatever 
organization he is assigned, in the hope 
of guiding its course to the left. A 
special course is given each year for 
those working in the Church groups and 
the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. Such 
students become leaders in these Church 
groups. 

As an example of the cleverness of 
the God-hating atheists, I cite an inci- 
dent which occurred in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. Two young girls were assigned 
by the Young Communist League to 
bore from within the Epworth League of 
one of the city’s largest Churches. They 
soon became quite popular and were 
elected to leading League offices, one of 
the girls having charge of worship serv- 
ices. 


On one Sunday evening the Epworth 
League held a discussion on “Christ, the 
Alternative to Communism,” by E. Stan- 
ley Jones. We were notified of the meet- 
ing and ten of our comrades attended, 
and successfully led the discussion 
along Communist lines, till we had 
Christ, if He were here on earth today, 
leading strikes and marching on Wash- 


’ ington, to overthrow the established gov- 


ernment. 


One red haired fellow in the Church 
who seemed somewhat awake to what 
was transpiring, rose and asked the 
Pastor of the Church whether this was 
a meeting of the Epworth League or the 
Young Communist League. The Pastor 
thought this was a very irregular ques- 
tion due to the fact that Communists do 
not believe in God; and therefore do not 
attend Church. He assured the young 
man that it was a good old-fashioned 
Christian discussion. 

To fully convince this young man, he 
asked any Communists in the room to 
Please raise their hands. There were 
ten of us there, but not a hand was 
raised. The Pastor smilingly turned and 
said, “Just as I told you, there are none 
here.” 


This is just one example of what is 
taking place in hundreds of our Church- 
es throughout our land.

As wages have risen, so prices will rise. 
The dollar will drop at least 20 per cent, 
according to the wisest men I know. If 
public confidence is not impaired, and 
a second wave of strikes is averted this 
year, recovery of the dollar might begin 
after a low of a further 20 per cent drop. 


Even that 20 per cent will make a 
great deal of difficulty in adjustment of 
non-union and white collar workers and 
people living off incomes other than 
wages.

What is revealed is not “anti-Semitism,” 
but a Communist Federated Press story 
about a stooge named Howard Emmett 
Rogers in Hollywood who is alleged to 
have attended a meeting of American 
Action, and to have heard there and 
said there things manufactured in the 
fertile brain of a Communist smear artist.

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LTHOUGH PUERTO RICO is a mis- 
sion field, yet there exists on the 
Island a number of virile religious or- 
ganizations operating under native lead- 
ership. 


Among these is an aggregation of tal- 
ented musicians known as the EVAN- 
GELICAL MISSIONARY CRUSADE. 
Starting in a small way among prayer- 
meeting groups, the organization has 
grown and increased in usefulness until 
now its fame reaches into all parts of 
the West Indies. 


While not directly affiliated with the 
Defenders of the Christian Faith, the 
Crusade frequently sponsors programs 
in Defender Churches over the Island. 
It has had the support and endorsement 
of Superintendent J. F. Rodriguez from 
the beginning. 


Protestant Christian forces in Puerto 
Rico have always had a difficult, uphill 
task. But despite their problems, many 
souls have been saved, Churches estab- 
lished and a faithful witness given. Far- 
seeing leaders of the Crusade felt the 
need of greater spiritual unity (not or- 
ganic union) among native Christians 
... and decided to use sacred music as 
a medium toward this objective. 


The organization moves in and out of

Mr. Jose Bocanegra, Jr., a leader in 
the group, says: “One thing we thought 
could be of help to Churches was the 
creating of a Choir to take part in evan- 
gelistic campaigns and other Christian 
rallies. With this idea in mind, we or- 
ganized a Choir which now has thirty- 
three members. We have visited a 
great number of cities, towns, villages 
and rural communities in the Island. 
We have sung in humble services as 
well as great evengelistic campaigns. 


“Although our cooperation has been 
mainly through the Choir, we have also 
helped, at various times, by sending out 
Preachers to conduct Gospel services.

(2) THE NEED of a great revival of 
supernatural power to vitalize and in- 
vigorate the Christian forces of Puerto 
Rico, with spiritual radiations reaching 
out into all parts of the West Indies and 
other Spanish-speaking countries. “O 
God, Wilt thou not revive us again: That 
thy people may rejoice in thee? Show 
us thy mercy, O Lord, and grant us thy 
salvation.” 


(3) THE NEED of a passion for lost 
souls. The logical result of spiritual 
unity and mighty waves of evangelism, 
is the salvation of precious souls for 
whom Christ died. “For the Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that which 
was lost.”

Going here and there, 
with no other purpose but to be helpful, 
we believe we are contributing to the 
unification of Christ’s forces on the 
Island — and such unity is really needed 
if the Church is to triumph over our 
common foes.”

SACREDNESS OF LIFE 


“Exodus 20:13. Proverbs 1:10- 
19; 3:29-33. Isaiah 59:1-9. Mat- 
thew 5:21-24; 18:1-14. Luke 9: 
51-56. 























OLDEN TEXT: “But I say unto 


you, That whosoever is angry | 


with his brother without cause | 


shall be in danger of judgment.” 
Matthew 5:22. 


I. LIFE IS PRECIOUS. The Ten Com- 
mandments were of supernatural origin. 
We know this to be true because, (1) 
There was nothing in the soul of the na- 
tion that was wandering in the Sinai des- 
ert, capable of producing such an exalt- 
ed code, (2) The fact that the mind of man 
has never been able to produce their 
equal or improve upon them, and (3) Be- 
cause God's infallible Word so indicates. 


God, the Creator of life, has decreed 
its sacredness. The very impulse to- 
ward hate or murder is abhorrent to 
Him — because He is a God of love. 
The Commandment, “Thou shalt not 
kill,” is a moral precept, that requires 
every human being to respect the life 
of his neighbor. The sin of murder is 
thereby emphatically denounced. The 
brevity of the precept increases its force. 


II. SOULS ARE PRECIOUS. The goal 
of human life is to come to know God 
in sacred intimacy. Fellowship with 
Him is possible. He is a person — and 
not an impersonal principle. Every rev- 
elation of Him reflects personality. Hu- 
man beings are likewise personalities. 


Man, being a free moral agent, can 
accept or reject the proffered plan of 
salvation. God does not break down 
human wills. But He accepts them when 
yielded. 


He so loves human life and wants 
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‘ the taking of human life. 


to clothe souls with Eternal Life . . 


Ill. “DEVISE NOT EVIL.”

gave wise counsel when he said: “If : 
sinners entice thee, consent thou not.” : 


There is power in virtue.

nings Bryan once took a seat at a ban- - 
' quet where liquors were to be served. . 


He quietly turned his glass upside down. 
Every person at the table followed his 
example. No liquor was served at the 
meal. 


“Devise not evil against thy neigh- 
bour,” said Solomon in another part of 
today’s Lesson. Only a foolish man 
sends out hatred toward those around 
him, because it will be sure to return 
under the law of equal reaction. Like 
the Australian hurls boomerangs into 
the air, only to see them make circles 
and return ... so every out-going wave 
of hate must eventually come back upon 
the hater. The Christian will seek his 
neighbor’s GOOD, not his GOODS. 


In Isaiah’s ethical instructions, he 
speaks of “hands defiled with blood... 
lies, vanity, mischief and iniquity.” He 
says: “Your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your 
sins have hid his face.” SIN SEPA- 
RATES MEN FROM GOD. SIN CREATES 


DISCORD BETWEEN MEN. The prob- . 


lem of right human relationships, there- 
fore involves solution of the sin problem. 


IV. HEART ATTITUDES. Jesus taught 
that the Ten Commandments are to be 
engraved upon the tablets of the heart. 
Matthew 5:21-24 simply means that one 
need not necessarily commit a physical 
act of murder to be a murderer. One 
only needs to harbor murder in his 
heart. 


There are forms of murder other than 
Reputations 
may be murdered by the circulation of 
vile and vicious falsehoods. Homes 
may be murdered by tension, discord 


i and disloyalty. Hearts may be mur- 


dered by gossip. NO TRUE CHRISTIAN 
WILL COMMIT MURDER EITHER IN 
THOUGHT, WORD OR DEED. 








Lesson No. 2 
August 25, 1946 
JESUS AND PURE LIVING 


Exodus 20:14. Proverbs 4:14- 
23. Matthew 5:8, 27-30. Ephes- 
ians 5:1-6. Philippians 4:8. 























GOLDEN TEXT: “Keep thy heart 
with all diligence; for out of it 
are the issues of life.” Proverbs 
423. 


I. CHOOSING THE PROPER PATH. 
Life is made up of many decisions. 
When the heart is right with God, correct 
choices in matters of personal conduct 
become natural. Human existence is a 
path from the cradle to the grave. From 
the time a child reaches the year of ac- 
countability, his decisions determine his 
own destiny and have a far-reaching 
effect upon those with whom he comes 
in contact. 


The writer of the Proverbs advises one 
to choose his path with care: “Enter not 
into the path of the wicked, and go not 
in the way of evil men. The path of the 
just is as the shining light. The way of 
the wicked is as darkness.” 


The first Psalm conveys a similar 
thought: “Blessed is the man that walk- 
eth not in the council of the ungodly, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, nor 
sitteth in the seat of the scornful.” 


Here are three consecutive steps on 
the downgrade: First, to choose a wrong 
path, keep bad company, and associate 
with evil-minded persons for the sake 
of sinful pleasure. 


The second step is to stand in the way 
of sinners. First to WALK, and next to 
STAND, for the things they do and say 
— thereby identifying one’s self with 
them. This leads to the inevitable third 
step, namely to become SCORNFUL of 
good things and good people. 


Such a path is to be avoided, says 
Solomon, for the wicked do “stumble.” 


Il. CHANGE OF HEART NEEDED. The 
lesson for today, brings us face to face 
with current social evils, which have 
their origin in immoral thinking and 
practices. The inner heart of man is, 
by nature, desperately wicked. This 
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state is reflected, outwardly, in his con- 
duct and daily affairs. He creates wick- 
edly! 

Only when human hearts are regen- 
erated by the Holy Ghost, do men attain 
to the higher levels of personal purity 
and virtue. 


Sam Jones, the great southern Evan- 
gelist, used a homely illustration to por- 
tray the necessity of purifying the chan- 
nel of human life. He told about a 
beautiful highway that ran beside a 
crystal stream of water fed by a spring. 
One day at the turn of the road where 
the stream crossed the branch, a travel- 
er found it clouded with mud. 


Another traveler, wanting a drink, had 
devised a method of clearing the water 
by digging a hole in the sand and creat- 
ing an eddy. Said the first traveler: 
“When I passed the spring, half a mile 
up the road, I saw a hog wallowing in 
it. If you will go and remove the hog, 
the water will become clear.” 


The Evangelist used to conclude the 
narrative by explaining that sin in the 
heart pollutes the stream of life ... like 
a wallowing hog pollutes a stream of 
water. 


Ill. THINK ON THESE THINGS. “Fin- 
ally brethren.” All believers are ex- 
pected to have the Christ-mind. This is 
Christian finality — the objective, the 
goal, the supreme essential to a proper 
and consistent walk as a child of God. 


“Whatsoever things are true.” One 
must touch reality and regulate his con- 
duct accordingly. It is necessary to get 
down to bedrock, avoid superficiality, 
and desire from the depths of the heart 
to parallel both thought and deed with 
truth. 


“Whatsoever things are honest.” This 
word means self-respect, in the original 
text. The Christian entertains the finest 
feelings of self-respect, but remains at 
the same time humble and respectful 
of others. 


“Whatsoever things are just.” The 
Christ-mind, expressed through the per- 
sonality of a spiritually-illuminated be- 
liever, is incapable of perpetrating a 
known injustice or gloating over the suf- 
fering of another. 


“Whatsoever things are pure.” Things 
that do not taint the mind and body — 
chaste things, have a natural appeal 
to the soul that dwells in Christ. 


“Whatsoever things are lovely.” The 
spiritual atmosphere of the believer is 
exhilarating. The higher altitude in 
which he lives, increases his vision and 
spreads panoramas of beauty before 
him. Men get what they look for in this 
life. “Two men looked out from behind 
the bars: One man saw mud; the other 
saw stars.” 
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— Lesson No. 3 a

OLDEN TEXT: “But lay up for 

yourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal. For where 
your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also.”

I. PERSONAL PROPERTY RIGHTS. 
The Eighth Commandment recognizes 
the sacredness of personal possessions. 
The prohibition against stealing presup- 
poses the right of private property — an 
essential part of the foundation upon 
which the structure of civilization rests. 


Denial of property rights in collectivist 
states destroys incentive toward honest 
toil. Under Communism, for instance, 
the government owns everything. By 
the term “government,” we mean a 
small group of red tyrants at Moscow, 
who maintain themselves in power, 
through a terroristic system of secret 
police. 


Under democratic government, as es- 
tablished by our Christian founding 
fathers, the state is a servant of the citi- 
zen. Under the Soviet plan, as estab- 
lished by international atheists, the citi- 
zen is a slave of the state. He is denied 
those precious civil liberties which make 
life worth living. He is NOT permitted 
to own and accumulate personal prop- 
erty. The tyrants at the top take from 
him his rightful possessions. 


THE RED RULERS ARE THEREFORE 
THIEVES. Their system of government 
violates the text of the Eighth Command- 
ment. With red propaganda sweeping 
the world, observance of this Command- 
ment becomes necessary for the protec- 
tion of the individual, the welfare of 
society and the maintenance of orderly 
government. 


II. THE “FULL” LIFE. A bright young 
man once said to a sage: “I don’t see 
anything in the Proverbs.” To which 
the sage replied: “You should try to 
write some.” 


Nowhere is the wisdom of Solomon 
more clearly demonstrated, than in those 
sections of 'the book of Proverbs, which 
deal with the relation of material pos- 
sessions to true happiness. 


“Two things have I required of thee.” 
This is a direct request addressed to 
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ces 


God, although no reference is made to 
the Heavenly Father until the close of 
the prayer. Solomon’s dual petition ap- 
pears in the next verse. 








“Remove far from me vanity and lies.” 
This is the first request. Vanity is in- 
ward hollowness and sham. Lies create 
discord. A ray of light from the sun 
may travel 92-million miles, strike a flaw 
in a window pane, be deflected, and 
never enter your home. Truth may 
come from the throne of God, strike a 
mind in which lies are harbored, be de- 
flected, and never enter the human 
heart. 


Solomon started at the right place. 
He put first things first. He wanted to 
be right with the God of all truth. Only 
by this means could he hope to enjoy 
the “full” life for which his heart yearned 
—as indicated in Proverbs 30:9. 


III. DIVINE REGULATION OF FINAN- 
CES. When Jesus said, “Take no 
thought for your life,” He was not say- 
ing be slothful or dilatory. He was 
rather emphasizing the advantages of 
relying upon God for provision and di- 
rection in meeting temporal require- 
ments. 


The expression “take no thought” 
means, “do not be over-anxious.” Fore- 
thought reflects wisdom, but fear and 
anxiety show the absence of faith. 


“But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness: and all 
these (material) things shall be added 
unto you.” Put faith in place of anxiety. 
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Build up treasure in heaven instead of 
on earth. Take God into partnership in 
all financial dealings. 


A Preacher taking up an offering, 
quoted Malachi 3:8-11, which deals with 
tithing. The passage promises material 
prosperity to those who set aside one- 
tenth of their income for the work of 
the Lord. In the audience was a man f 
and wife, to whom the remarks made a [ 
special appeal. : 


Turning to her husband, the lady said; 
“Let's put God’s promise ‘o the test and 
start tithing tomorrow.” They agreed. 


Eight months later, the Preacher re- 
ceived a letter containing a check for 
$75.00 from these people. They told of 
the covenant made in his meeting... 
that $750.00 had just come to them from 
an entirely unexpected source... that 
they wished him to have the tithe a- 
mounting to $75.00 ... that they began to 
prosper immediately after starting to 
tithe . . . that for the first time in their 
married life they were out of debt.

I. INTRODUCTION. On the night of 
June 25th, this year, a large evangelistic 
service was planned for Middletown, 
Ohio. The speaker was a Gospel Preach: F 
er of national reputation—a man who | 
has been smeared by COMMUNIST 
LIES in the book “Under Cover,” which — 
is aptly called, “the smearer’s bible.” 


The Pastor of a local church in Mid: | 
dletown, taking this wicked volume as > 
a weapon, did everything in his power 
to interfere with the meeting and to 
wound the visiting Pracher. In this per- 
formance, the public was treated to the 
spectacle of a Pastor casting his lot 
on the side of the forces of anti-Christ. 


A more truthful man would have 
made a painstaking investigation to de | 
termine the truth or falsity of the charges 
contained in “Under Cover”—which 7 
every investigator has discovered to be | 
a patchwork of malicious falsehoods. 
from beginning to end. 


The Lesson for today is meant e& 
pecially for professed Christians like 
this Pastor of Middletown. “Thou shalt 
not bear false witness against thy 
neighbour.” 
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II. VILE WORDS MURDER REPUTA- 
TIONS. Perhaps no other provision in 
the Decalogue is so frequently broken 
as the Ninth Commandment. One of the 
most common sins of society is speaking 
evil of others. 


The story is told of a Catholic Priest, 
to whom a woman parishioner made a 
frank confession of being a slanderer. 
She had told lies on her neighbor. It was 
a rule of the Priest to order guilty per- 
sons to do penance. 


He ordered her to buy a chicken, kill 
it and walk down the road plucking, 
and throwing into the breeze, one feather 
at a time. Thinking this had squared 
her conscience, she returned and re- 
ported the act of penance to be complete. 


“Not yet,” said the Priest. “Go gather 
up those feathers.” She pleaded that this 
was impossible. “So it is with your 
words of slander,” was the reply. 


Ill. REPENTANCE THE REMEDY. The 
story of Peter’s denial is one of the sad- 
dest in the entire Bible. We can not 
fully appreciate the depths of his re- 
morse for having failed the Lord, in the 
crucial hour when a true friend was so 
much needed. Christ's trial was illegal 
from the standpoint of both Roman and 
Jewish law. 


The Greek word rendered “palace,” 
means the court or square yard, enclos- 
ed by the building. Peter probably re- 
mained in the open court, outside the 
place where Jesus was being examined. 
There under questioning, he denied the 
Lord of Glory three times. “Then began 
he to curse and to swear, saying, I 
know not the man. And immediately the 
cock crew.” 


At that moment, Jesus was transferred 
from one room to another. Walking 
through hall or passage-way, He glanced 
in Peter’s direction. Luke tells us, “the 
Lord turned and looked upon Peter,” and 
that the disciple reflected upon the earlier 
warning given him. 


He now realized that the awful pre- 
diction of Jesus, regarding his denial, 
had come to pass. He was utterly hu- 
miliated, ashamed and penitent. He 
wanted to be alone with his sorrew and 
heartbreak. TEARS OF REPENTANCE 
FLOWED FREELY. 


Peter denied his Lord. Judas betrayed 
his Lord. Peter wept. Peter repented. 
Judas DID NOT repent. Peter went to 
Pentecost. Judas went to a dishonored 
grave. 


The difference between Peter and 
Judas may be summed up im one word— 
the word REPENTANCE.
